Affirming the desire of Poland 
te maintain good relations with its 
neighbors, appeal was made for all 
Sitizens to defend their homes in 
the holy war before the gates of 
Warsaw.“ 

“The government will defend the 
Sountry to the last drop of her 
blood.” the proclamation added. 

“MORE HOPEFUL.” 


The latest word the government 
had from Poland reviewed the stu- 
ation up to Saturday night. The 
State Department announced that a 
“more hopeful view of the situation 
at Warsaw” was indicated by these 
dispatches. 

The statement said also that some 
American residents had left War- 
Saw and that the American consu- 
late was reported to be moving. It 
was added that the American Leca- 
tion Was prepared to leave if the 
Poles moved the seat of government. 

Applications for passports from 
former citizens of Poland who wish 
to return home to aid relatives are 
being received in increasing num- 
bers, but none have been 
for several weeks, it was said. 

RUSSIANS UNITED. 

Today's official advices indicated 
that the invasion of Russia by the 
Poles had resulted in uniting for 
the present, at least, divergent ele- 
ments in soviet Russia. Soviet ar- 
mies were reported as having be- 
come nationalistic in character, and 
the soldiers so enthusiastic that e 
deserters were seeking re-en! 
ment. 

More friendly relations also were 
reported established between the 
soviet government and the peasant- 
ry. 

GREAT FIGHT DEVELOPS.

Mrs. St. John Confesses Her

Wingie St. John, which, Olive 
Fletcher St. John says, was the mo- 
tive for her marriage to the man, 
was a dismal! failure, and came to 
naught because Wingie landed in 
the County Jail before he could be 
reformed. The sad details of the 
regeneration that died a-bornin’ 

d of the abbreviated honeymoon 
of the young bride are set forth in 
the complaint in her suit for di- 
vorce, which will de on file in the 
Superior Court today. 

Mre. St. John, formerly Olive M. 
Fletcher of Detroit and Lansing. 
and daughter of Richard H. Fletch- 
er, Michigan's State Labor Commis- 
sioner, gave out a statement shortly 
after her marriage to Wingie that 
she wedded him with the hope of 


life apd companions. In less than a 
week she had to confess that her 
dream of a sou) reborn had vanished 
into thin air. Wingie. who had been 
on more than speaking terms with 
the Sheriff and his, jail, failed to 
mend his ways, Mrs. St. John says, 
and now, disillusioned, she wants to 
be free to face the world anew. 


CRUELTY CHARGED. 


In her complaint, drawn by At- 
torney Georgé I. Greer, Mrs. St. 
John says that she married Wingie 
June 24, 1920, and separated from 
him June 28; that he has been 
guilty of extreme and repeated acts 
of cruelty, and that the said cruelty 
used her grevious mental suffering 
and anguish. Specifically, she 
charges her husband with bringing 
stolen property to her home three 
days after the wedding and inform- 
ing her that he was a burglar and 
intended to support her by  »bur- 
glaries in the future. She declares 
that on the same day he threatened 
to kill her, and that on the next he 
was arrested and taken to the Coun- 
ty Jail, where he has been held ever 
since. Asa parting shot in the com- 
plaint, Mrs. St. John says Wingte 
is addicted to the use of morphine 
and other opiates. 
Mr. St. John could not be reached 
last night fer his version of the 
charges, as the tanks at the County 
Jail were locked for the night.

TEN CENTS 
TACKED TO 
ICE PRICE. 


Say, but Costs Have In- 
creased; Demand is Large. 


Increased costs of material and 
higher handling charges were given 
yesterday as the reason for a boost 
in price, of 10 cents per 100 pounds 
by local ice cgm panies. The new 
price of 80 cents per 100 pounds 
does not affect the 15-cent minimum

TRONG HAND FOR IRELAND. 

At last Lloyd George has come to the 
decision that Sinn Feinism must be put 
down with a strong band. The government 
of which he is the head has caused to be 
passed by the House of Commons 4 meas- 
ure under which Ireland's enemies can be 
dealt with by the military instead of the 
usual crown tribunals. It was high time 
steps were taken to put an end to the reign 
of terror inaugurated by the rebels. The 
Sinn Feiners have committed so many out- 
rages of late that they must have lost the 
sympathy of all save the most hide-bound 
opponents of the “hated English.” It was 
with the greatest reluctance that the Brit- 
ish Premier proceeded to the extreme of 
asking his followers to pass the Irish co- 
ercion bill, Nobsdy likes to see neighbors 
forced to submit to coercion, but the Sinn 
Feiners have brought it on themselves.

NSIDERATION FOR WORKERS, 

Pay-roll increases amounting to more 
than $1,400,000 annually will de put into 
effect next Monday by the Pagific Electric 
and Los Angeles Railway. Both companies 
are undertaking to pay this large additional 
sum in the face of trying conditions and 
at a time when their other financial bur 
dens are heavy. 
It is a. significant recognition by thesd 
employers of thousands of men of the dif- 
ficulties of living with which workingmen 
are confronted under present conditions of 
high prices and additional tax burdens. It 
is additional evidence that employers not 
only understand but are endeavoring to aid 
the workingmen in meeting the living prob- 
lems of the day and will have a far-reaching 
influence for good in the community. 

The announcement of a substantial wage 
increase has the added weight of being 
entirely voluntary and not because of any 
fear of a strike or walkout. No strike was 
ever more effectively beaten than that of 
last year against the street railway com- 
panies. It was a failure from the first day 
and fizzled out entirely. It was, moreover, 
not the first time that it has been decisively 
demonstrated that a strike cannot prevail 
against the companies here. 

The pay of street railway workers has 
not kept pace with the demands upon tie 
pay ehvelopes made by the increased custs 
of living. The men needed more money to 
enable them and their families to keep pace

ISLAND OF CONTENTION. | 

Engaged in the interesting occupation of 
making both ends meet, a difficult job with 
prices at the top level, the average Amer- 
wan finds it hard to devote much time to 
consideration of the problem concerning 
Saghalien Island, regarding which Washing- 
ton and Tokio are now exchanging notes. 
Yet that remarkable island, lying like a 
tremend fish on the waters of the Sea of 
Okhotsk, is causing quite a little perturba- 
tion in diplomatic circles. Combined with 
the recent Congressional inquiry in Cali- 
fornia on the subject of Japanese immigra- 
tion it has been instrumental in bringing 
another “nervous crisis” upon Japan. It's 
just as well, therefore, to polish up a little 
on Saghalien. The first thing about it one 
naturally recollects is that it figured in the 
Portsmouth Treaty after Roosevelt had in- 
duced the Russians and the Japanese to 
come together and settle their differences. 
At that time Russia controlled the whole 
island, but the southern half had formerly 
belonged to Japan and the latter insisted 
on regaining it. Some of her diplomats 
wanted the whole of the island even then, 
but the moderates prevailed. They no 
doubt reasoned even then that they had 
but to be patient and they would gather in 
the northern section. This has now been 
accomplished and one finds it hard to 
blame Japan for seizing the northern half 
under the circumstances which led to that 
action. She did it following the massacre 
by the Bolsheviki of the Japanese garrison | 
of 600 at the port with the outlandish name 
of Nikolaievsk. The occupation was made 
pending the establishment of a stable gov. 
ernment in Russia. Japan now holds secu- 


rity that she will get satisfaction for the 
murder of her subjects by the Reds. Presi- 
dent Wilson has withheld his approval and 
Japan feels peeved because she considers 
that her national prestige is involved.

From the report of the registered vote 
of Los Angeles county, just announced by 
the Registrar of Voters, local Republicans 
may find food for cheerful reflection.

And judging from mere ap- 
pearances I would say that when- 
ever Bill gets tired of being a bad 
man he can obtain a job being a 
good cop. Which is exactly what 
he accomplishes in the story of this 
feature.

Commissioner W orks Out New 
Rules for Traffic. 


Pedestrians May Soon Learn 
Regulation by Law. 


Bicycles from Streets. 


New rules for traffic, designed to 
minimize the chances for accident 
and to protect pedestrians in the 
congested districts, will be recom- 
mended to the Police Commission to- 
day by Commissioner Barry, who 
has completed his assigned task of 
devising new traffic regulations. 

Some of the main points of the 
changes to be proposed in the traf- 
fie ordinances pertain to the con- 
trol of foot traffic. Chief among the 
proposed innovations made pudlie 
yesterday by Commissioner Barry 
are the following: 

-(1.) Prohibiting pedestrians by 
ordinance from crossing streets in 
the middle of the block, a practice 
known to-traffic officers af jay walk- 
ing. Pedestrian traffic to be reg - 
lated by ordinance as vehicular traf- 
fic is now controlled. 

(2.¥ Speed cops who hunt traffic 
violators on motorcycies or in auto- 
mobiles to wear plain clothes instead 
of 

(3.) -Child@ren under 12 years of 
age to be prohibited from playing 
in or from riding bicycles in the 
city streets. 

2 (6.) That the commission urge 
that the police court judges inflict 
all and fine penaities on traffic law 
violaters which will be severe enough 
to cause real apprehension to law. 


Pedestrians to be prohibited 
by ordinance from passing behind 
a street car from which they have 
alighted. They should walk direct- 
ly from the car to the sidewalk,

MONTH'S WORK. 

Comm r Rarry was instruct- 
ed a month-ago by the commission 
to prepare a recom- 
mendations for c in the traf- 
fie ordinances ations, be- 
fore the present campaign against 
reckless truck driving began. He 
wrote to police chiefs and traffic 
officers of atl of the large cities of 
the United States for coptes of their 
rules and regulations, and asked for 
suxcestions. 

The commissioner met the police 
officers of the lecal department in 
the assembly-room at police head- 
quarters, and asked for and 
ma helpful suggestions. He con- 
ferred with officers of the Automo- 
bile Club of Seuthern California and 
traffic officers of ¢ Los Angeles 
Railway and Pacific tric compa- 
nies. and from all of these sources 
has prépared a report which he is 
expected to submit to the Police 
Commission this morning. 

“From my tnvestigation.” said 
Commissioner Barry yesterday, “T 
sm convinced that Los Angeles is 
in most cases ahead of other Amer- 
ican etties in traffic regulation. and 
‘s surpassed. by none. Cleveland. 
for example, is just contemplating 
abolishing the left-hand turn, which 
we have already prohibited here in 
the congested district. We must 
work out the solutions to our prob- 
dame in our own way to fit local 
conditions. 

SUGGESTS FLAG CONTROL. 

“I believe that the synchroniza- 
tlon of vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic along Hill. Broadway, Spring 
and Main streets and the cross 
streets in the congested district will 
o far toward eliminating accidents 
and delays in the downtown section 
of the city. I believe that it can 
be done very easily. For examphe. 
a flagman on the top of Bullock's 
store, could by a wave of the flag 
direct policemen up and ‘down 
Rroadway and on Seventh street. so 
that the traffic would all move in 
one direction at the same time. 

“The commission, I know, is 
strongly of the opinion that sevére 
punishment must be meted out to 
violators ef our traffic laws—to 
drivers who do not stop to permit 
passengere to board or alight from 
street cars. for example: If we 
strengthen our traffic laws and then 
see to it by pressure of public opin. 
ion that the courts punish the ? 
ner cent of the public which vio. 
later the lav. then I believe that 
the killin and injuries to men. 
women and children in our public 
streets wil! quickly end.” 


ISLAND SUIT APPEALED. 
— Gears ta Supreme Court 
with Coronado Award. 


By the filing of a bill of excep- 
tions yesterday in U. 8. District 
Judge Trippet’s court, first steps 
were taken by the government for an 
appeal to the Supreme Court in the 
sult of the government against the 
Corenade Beach Company for con- 
dermnation of North Island. 

The island was seized by the gov- 
ernment Aug. 1, 1917, fer military 
purposes. Recently a jury awarded 
the company a price of $5,000,000 
for the whole of the island. A mo- 
tion for a new trial was denied by 
Judge Trippet and the government 
is now seeking to take the case to 
the Supreme Court in an endeavor 
to. get. a reversal. The bil] of excep- 
tons was approved dy Judge Trip- 
pet. yesterday, and the case sent 
to the Supreme Court on a writ of 
error.
